AN OBNOXIOUS LAW. 
Judge Sleeper was in Duluth 
y esterday 
hearing a mandamus 
case aguinst the city go vernment 
to fo rce them to levy a tax in o rder 
to pay a statistician. 
The Herald 
o f Mo nday say s: 
Just befo re no o n to -day May o i 
Sntphin was served with a co py o f 
a writ o f mandamus, issued fro m 
the district co urt and addressed to 
the co mmo n co uncil o f the city o f 
Duluth, co mmanding them to levy 
a tax fo rthwith o f o ne half mill to 
pay the salary o f the secretary o f 
the bureau o f the industries aud 
statiatics fo r the city o f Duluth, as 
pro vided fo r by an act o t the 
legislature appro ved March 2nd, 
18 8 7. This is the o bno x io us tax 
that the Duluth chamber o f co m­ 
merce seeks to wake the public pay , 
so that the chamber can have a 
secretary at the expense o f the 
co mmo n peo ple. 
The great o bjec­ 
tio n to the scheme is that the 
peo ple were never asked to say a 
wo rd abo ut the matter. 
It is 
alleged, as iu the co urt ho use mat­ 
ter, that bo th co mmo n co uncil and 
the bo ard o f co unty co mmissio ners 
unpro ved o f this increase o f tax a­ 
tio n, but there are no t wanting 
members o f 
bo th 
bo dies who 
sto utly deny any kno wledge o f the 
ex istence o f the chamber o f co m­ 
merce bill until after it had been 
appro ved by the legislature. 
The 
co uncil and the co mmissio ners are 
the duly elected re present at ires o f 
the j» eo ple, and if this measure, o p­ 
pressive tho ugh it be, had been 
fo rmally sanctio ned by bo th o t 
these bo dies, no t a murmur wo uld 
have been heard against it; but 
being as it is, an act designed 
simply to relievo certain men, who 
had pledged themselves to pay a 
certain amo unt annually fo r the 
suppo rt o f the secretary o f the 
chamber o f co mmerce, fro m tlie 
necessity o f keeping their pledge, 
the general sentiment is that the 
impo sitio n o f this tax wo uld be an 
impo sitio n in all senses o f the wo rd.

to aim a co wardly blo w with the 
left while giving the right and 
pretending to be o n go o d terms 
with

HAD BITTER MST IT. 
The o ld established papers are 
rejo icing o ver the law passed last 
winter whereby a newspaper has 
to be established o ne y ear befo re 
it can do legal printing. 
The law 
is no t o nly an o utrage but is un­ 
co nstitutio nal and co uld no t stand 
the test o f law. 
It wo uld be as 
just to pass an act fo rbidding a 
gro cery man to sell sugar until o ne 
y ear after he started business. The 
printing o f a newspaper is a busi­ 
ness enterprise, 
and sho uld 
be 
treated as such by the law.—St. 
Clo ud Tribune. 
The Tribune do es no t stab.’ a 
parallel case. 
In o ne sense the 
printing o f a newspaper is as 
much a business enterprise 
as 
selling sugar. 
But the general 
public have so me rights in the 
matter that must be respected. 
Legal no tices sho uld no t be buried 
in the co lumns 
o f an o bscure 
raushro o n 
publicatio n, 
witho ut 
standing, influence o r circulatio n. 
Suppo sing fo r instance that Austin 
Co rbin, o f New Yo ik, held a hun­ 
dred mo rtgages o n valuable real 
estate in Cass co unty , and he 
wished to fo reclo se tho se mo rtgages 
as secretly as po ssible in o rder to 
guard against redemptio n by the 
o wners; prio r to the passage o f the 
act o f last .vinter there was no th- 
ing to prevent o ne o f Mr. Co rbin’s 
agents starting a little o ne-ho rse 
paper at Bine River, o r so me o ther 
lumbering camp in the co unty , at 
an expense o f less than a hundred 
do llars, and co mmence fo reclo sing 
mo rtgages in the first number o f 
his hy brid publicatio n, and then, 
at the end o f seven 
weeks, disco n­ 
tinue his rnake-shift sheet. 
Under 
the new law he wo uld be o bliged 
to publish his sheet o nce a week 
regularly fo r twelve rao nthg befo re 
lie co uld fo reclo se a mo rtgaga in its 
co lumns, and during that time the 
peo ple o f Cass co unty , a few o f 
them, any ho w, wo uld be very apt 
to find o ut that such a paper had 
an ex istence. 
What is true o f 
mo rtgage fo reclo sures is true o f 
pro bate no tices, no tices to the tax ­ 
pay ers, pro ceeding o f co untv co m­ 
missio ners and all 
o ther legal 
no tices. 
If the law enacted last 
winter is unco nstitutio nal then the 
law relative to the publicatio n o f 
the delinquent tax list is also un­ 
co nstitutio nal. 
The same might 
be said o f the law relative to the 
publicatio n o f laws in the news­ 
papers. 
There are to o many little 
o ne-ho rse papers iu the State al­ 
ready . 
If there is an urgent de­ 
mand fo r the establishment o f a 
newspaper that paper will be sup­ 
po rted, and if it canno t survive 
o ne y ear witho ut the aid o f legal 
printing to bo lster it up, it sho uld 
die—there never was any necessity 
fo r its establishment. Once in a 
while a new paper attains a gen­ 
eral circulatio n in a very sho rt 
space o f time—this is the exceptio n 
no t the rule. 
As a general rule 
co untry papers do no t attain much 
o f a circulatio n inside o f a y ear, 
especially if there is an o ld estab­ 
lished paper in the same co unty . 
We repeat, the law enacted last 
winter is a go o d o ne, and sho uld 
have been placed upo n the statute 
bo o k y ears ago , the brilliant genius 
who presides o ver the destinies o f 
the St. Clo ud Tribune 
to the 
co ntrary no twi'hstamiing. 
If the 
edito r o f the Tribune thinks the 
law is unco nstit utio nal let him test 
it.—Princeto n Uuio n.

The H on. Elihu B. W ashburne, died in 
Chicago on S a tur d a y last, a t the residence 
of hi.s son, H em p*tend W ashburne, of con­ 
gestion of the h e a rt and lungs. 
He had 
com plained ol illness during the day, and 
a t four o'clock, was a tta c k e d by acute pain 
a t his heart, and in a few m inutes ex pired. 
The deceased had a ppare ntly so completely 
recovered from hia late illness th a t his sons 
and d aughters had returend to their homes, 
it beiiif: t he ge n e r a l feeling th a t he was in l e t ­ 
ter h ealth th a n any tim e since Mrs. Wush- 
b urne’s death, and hia d e ath was a com ­ 
plete surprise to his family and friends. 
The W ashburne family catne from the 
best of R ev olutionary and P urita n stock, 
their ancestor. Joh n W ashburne, being the 
first secretary of the Council of Plym outh. 
The fath er of Elihu 1» . W ashburne and six 
b roth ers was a 
nativ e of M assachusetts 
and a resident of Maine, in which latter 
s ta te his family was reared. 
The father, 
Israel W ashburne, was a farm er and store ­ 
keeper 
a t 
Liverm ore, 
Ox ford 
county, 
“ District of 
Maine,” 
where 
Elihu was 
born 
in 
Septem ber, 
1816 . 
There 
were 
seven 
sons, 
m ost 
of 
whom 
have a tta in e d d istinction in political, mil­ 
itary a nd civil life. 
The best known of 
these are Israel W ashburne. a m em ber of 
congress from Maine and governor of t h a t 
state; < a Id wa Under C. W ashburne, a m em ­ 
ber of congress from Wisconsin, a m ajor 
general in the a rm y and governor of Wis­ 
consin; and Gen. W illiam D. W ashburne, 
in ex mem ber of congress from Minnesota, 
a soldier in t* e war, and a t present a 
prom inent miller and ra ilroad m agnate of 
Minneapolis. Of theseven brothers, Sidney. 
Israel and (a d w a lla d e r have l>een dead 
some time. The tirst step tak e n on his own 
account by Elihu W ashburne. after helping 
liis father in the store for several years, 
war* to secure the position of “ printe r’s 
devil” in the office of the C h ristian Intelli­ 
gencer a t G ardner, Me., where he passed a 
year. 
He afterw ard ob tained a 
b e tte r 
position in the office of the Kennebec 
Journa l, the leading Whig organ of the 
district, and it was during th is early news­ 
paper ex periences t h a t he im bibed much of 
his political faith and convictions. 
In 
1836 
Mr. 
W ashburne, 
then 
a young 
m an of t wenty, began the s tud y of law, 
entering the olHce of H on J oh n Otis, a dig 
tinguished law yer and m em ber of congress, 
residing a t Hallowed, an “ a ris toc ra tic ” 
tow n in th e Maine district. 
During this 
tim e Mr. W ashburne took up the s tud y of 
the languages, and applied himself diligent­ 
ly to his self-education. 
Judge O tis was 
greatly impressed with the faithfulness ami 
a m b itious ch ara cte r of his law clerk, and 
assisted him in various ways, 
advancing 
the money to pay for his a tte nd anc e a t 
the Cambridge Law school, 
where Mr. 
W ashburne entered in 183b. In th e spring 
of 
184<> 
Mr. 
W ashburne s ta r te d 
for 
the 
West, and settled a t Galena. 
111. 
He entered 
with 
zest 
into 
the H a r ­ 
rison 
campaign 
of 
t h a t 
fall, 
and cam e to 
the 
front 
prom inently 
as 
a Whig speaker. 
This uctive pa r ­ 
ticipation in 
the politics 
of t h a t 
day 
earned him a good re puta tion and brought 
him considerable practice as a lawyer. 
In 
1811 he was a delegate to tHe Whig n a tion ­ 
al convention a t Baltimore, assisting in 
the nom ination of Henry Clay. 
Mr. W ashburne was a leading x d v oc ate 
of the old Galena A Chicago l.'nion road, 
one of the pioneer stems of the great N orth ­ 
western system, the first ten miles of w inch 
were built in 1848. 
During this sa m e ye ar 
he was a cand id ate for congress, hut was 
defeated by Col. Baker. 
By the aid of the 
FreeSoilers Mr. W ashburne succeeded four 
years 
later 
in 
defeating 
T h om pson 
Campbell, 
the 
Dem ocratic 
candidate, 
by a m ajority of 286 . 
Mr. 
W ash b urne 
was re-e!cct<*d term after term , 
carrying 
the district or going along with it in to the 
m ake of the new Republican pa r ty just j 
previous to the war. 
The first re-election j 
was the result of a union m ovem ent cul- ! 
m inating in a 
‘R epublican" 
coalition, j 
which gavo Mr. W ashburne a m ajority of 
.5.« <<‘o. 
The m ajority secured in I86 0 a t 
the tim e of bis third re-election, 
was 13,- 
511, the

Unveiling of the Bronze Statue of 


Abraham 
Lincoln, 
in 
Lincoln 


Park, Chicago. 
L a s t S a tur d a y 
the 
22d, 
the bronze 
s ta tue of A b rah am Lincoln was unveiled 
and accepted by the city of Chicago. There 
was a great crowd in Lincoln P ark, includ­ 
ing the M ayor, Getl. TCrry, and m any oth er 
notables; 
After some addresses, “ Boom, 
b oom .” roared tw o of Maj. W ood ’s B a tte ry 
D. guns. 
As the ©ound of tho cannon died 
aw ay, little “ Abe” 
Lincoln stepped up 
to the base of the flag-covered bronzed 
figure of his grand fath er and pulled a rope 
which held the covering. 
The folds slowly 
loosened and dropped down a t the base, 
and the tall, erect, figure of A b ra h am L in­ 
coln ilione brightly in the sun which strug­ 
gled through the clouds a t the m om ent. A 
trem end ous s h out went 
up from the 5,000 
people assem bled. 
The ora tion was by H on. Lenord Swett, 
whose intim ate political, eociul and d o­ 
mestic relations with the great president 
have m ade him one of the beat informed 
men now living on Lincoln's life. 
As a 
condensed biography of Lincoln it has not 
been ex celled a nd it contains anecdotes 
and reminiscences which were never before 
published. 
The s ta tue s ta n d s in tne center of the 
fa rth e r wail of the circle, on an oblong 
squa re pedestal. hearing the sim plest in­ 
scription. 
Mr. St. G audens had 
tried to 
m ake Mr. L incoln’s plainness tell, being 
perfectly aw are t h a t Lincoln, the ora tor, 
aineil in the long run ra th e r th a n lost lo­ 
calise of his unshapcliiiess and size. Mr. St. 
G audens has chosen the n om e n t when he 
is stand ing before an audience waiting for 
silence, looking dow nw ard a n d collecting 
bis th ough ts for speech. He lias risen from 
his chair, which the 
a rtis t, 
with a bold 
and novel realism in sculpture, has placed 
e m pty 
som e 
feet 
to 
the 
rear. 
Seizing 
one 
lapel 
of 
his 
r oa t 
with a fam iliar gesture, and th rusting the 
oth er hand behind 
him, A b ra h am Lin­ 
coln is a b out to speak. 
The heavy locks 
of h a ir,tre ate d with consum m a te a rt.c a rry 
the ex pression of Lincoln's bowed bead 
to far greater points th a n a figure which 
is trea te d in the ordinary way. 
The right 
hand is seen only from som e points. 
The 
left foot is advanced, ami the weight of 
the gaunt figure rests largely on the right 
leg. 
The [» edestai h as sevtui s ta r s on its 
front, a nd the inner chair back carriers 
the legend “ E P iurib us U num " over an 
eagle heraldically displayed. 
The s ta tue 
sta nd s in a m ost com m anding and b eau­ 
tiful 
spot.

velvety 
knoll slopes up 
to

base 
of

sta tue . 
which 
is of granite, circular shajs?. six ty feet 
b road and th irty feet deep. 
Surrounding 
this is a b a lus tra d e of the sam e m ate ria l 
five feet high, and inside of th is b allustrud e 
is a row of s e a ts cut out of the solid stone 
ex tending all the way around , ab ov e the 
seats th e name.

A neat dress of dark 
colors with

walking shoes, built for 8« *rvice and 
not for show, completed the picture. 
At the time of my visit Annie was 
receiving a « ail from her uncle, him­ 
self a railroarf '« an, and to whom I 
am indebted for’many facts in rela­ 
tion to this rermykable g irl. 
After the first slig ht reserve had 
worn off, Annie talked freely in reg ard 
to le rself and her work. 
“ How long have I been throwing 
switches?” she said in reply to a q ues­ 
tion. 
“About twelve years.

erous rails, but in vain. Annie was in 
the house a t the time, fifty yards 
from the track.

sing le g lance showed her the « lancer 
and her father hobbling tow ard the 
switch. 
With a bound she sprang 
from the doorstep and sped down the 
g rassy path. Over the log foot-bridg e 
th a t spanned a dip in the field she flew 
up on to t he track.

The family live in a modest two- 
story frame house, painted a sol>er 
brown, which stands back from the 
track in the midst of an unshaded 
mea« l}w. The house an 1 fuel are fur- 
nished free by the « company. This, 
with-the $ 40 salary, is supposed to 
eq ual the $ 55 pAid o ’her switchmen. 
Like them, Annie has a family to 
support; but, unlike them, she g ets 
no pay fcr Sunday work. 
On this small income the family 
live—as « lo hundred* of other*—com ­ 
fortably, but with little chance to lay 
by anything for the inevitable “rainy 
day.”

The Boston Herald pr>x'•e the fol­ 
lowing letter from Gen. Benjamin F. 
Butler: 


B o s t o n , Mass., Aug . 26. 1887. 
Dear 6ir: 
I have received your 
note askeil me to write some practical 
hints for young men on the acq uire­ 
ment of wealth, which may be publish­ 
ed. 
A difficult task is set me, as the cir­ 
cumstance under which young men 
commence life are so widely varied.

The Shooting the Result of a n Acci­ 
dent. 
An accident which resulted fatally oc­ 
curred at the rifle range in West Brain­ 
erd on Monday afternoon, Wm. E. Mon­ 
roe losing his life thereby. 
The rifle 
club was practicing at a distance of 500 
yards for a prize cup. Monroe had acted 
as target tender for the club ail summer, 
and on this fatal afternoon was in his ac­ 
customed place. 
1'he wind was blowing 
quite nriakly and it was exceedingly 
cold, a fire having been kindled In order 
that the tender might warm himself, and 
the smoke occasionally raised from it as 
it smouldered and burned, the wind at 
times clearing the smoke entirely away. 
Near the target is a rifle pit and it was 
the custom for the target-tender, after a 
shot was fired, to patch the bullet hole 
and raise the disk or signal and retire to 
the pit for safety until another shot had 
been fired, and then repeat the operation. 
F. G. Sundberg was the firfct man to try 
his skill as a marksman. 
The shot was 
scored and L. W. Burrell stepped up to 
the stand having a Sharps rifle of 44 
calibre, and supposing that everything 
was ready took aim and fired, which was 
immediately followed by yells from the 
rifle pit. Mistrusting what had happened 
the men at once started to the spot where 
they found Monroe on his hands and 
knees on the first step of the pit badly 
wounded. 
The hall had entered near 
the hip and come out near the navel, 
having 
struck 
the 
handle 
of

disk, which Monroe had in his hand, and 
cut it off before it struck tlic man. 
He 
was taken to IheSamtnrium immediately, 
where an examination was made and it 
was ascertained that there was no chance 
for his recovery, as the hall had passed

lacerated, hut for all that he lived until 
the oexl day at 11 o’clock.

AN OBNOXIOUS LAW. 
Judge Sleeper was in Duluth 
yesterday 
hearing a mandamus 
case against the city government 
to force them to levy a tax in order 
to pay a statistician. 
The Herald 
of Monday says: 
Just before noon to day Mayoi 
Stitphin was served with a copy of 
a writ of mandamus, issued from 
the district court and addressed to 
the common council of the city of 
Duluth, commanding them to lev}7 
a tax forthwith of one half mill to 
pay the salary of the secretary of 
the bureau of the industries and 
statistics for the city of Duluth, as 
provided for by an act ot the 
legislature approved March 2nd, 
1887. 
This is the obnoxious tax 
that the Duluth chamber of com­ 
merce seeks to make the public pay, 
so that the chamber can have a 
secretary at the expense of the 
common people. 
The great objec­ 
tion to the scheme is that the 
people were never asked to say a 
word about the matter. 
It is 
alleged, as iu the court house m at­ 
ter, that both common council and 
the board of county commissioners 
unproved of this iucrea.se of taxa­ 
tion, but there are not wanting 
members of 
both 
bodies who 
stoutly deny any knowledge of the 
existence of the chamber of com­ 
merce bill until after it had been 
approved by the legislature. 
The 
council and the commissioners are 
the duly elected representatives of 
the people, and if this measure, op­ 
pressive though it be, had been 
formally sanctioned by both of 
these bodies, not a murmur would 
have been heard against it; but 
being as it is, an act designed 
simply to relievo certain men, who 
had pledged themselves to pay a 
certain amount annually far the 
support of the secretary of the 
chamber of commerce, from the 
necessity of keeping their pledge, 
the general sentiment is that the 
imposition of this tax would be an 
imposition in all senses of the word.

SELF-SUPPORTING INDIANS. 
Indian Agent Sheehan in speak­ 
ing of the Indians on W hite Earth 
to a reporter in St. Paul Tuesday 
said: 
“ Everything is moving along 
very 
smoothly 
with 
us 
now,” 
“ and the threshing of the crops 
has been inaugurated. 
Eighteen 
hundred Indians under my supervi­ 
sion have raised 126,000 bushels of 
wheat, oats and barley, and about 
20,000 bushels of potatoes this year. 
They are showing a disposition to 
help themselves in every conceivable 
way, and another industry that 
they will devote themselves 
to 
developing this winter is logging. 
So far as the Beaulieus are con­ 
cerned, they are accepting 
the 
situation, and will soon be good 
Indians if they are not already. It 
will not be long from the progress 
we are now making before the 
Indians on the White Earth re­ 
servation will be self-supporting, 
and the reports that I hear from 
other branches of the tribe located 
in various parts of Minnesota are 
of the same reassuring and grati­ 
fying nature.”

In the early times when every 
savage or semi-savage was his own 
law-giver, judge, soldier and police­ 
man, and had to watch over his 
own safety, in default of all other

alike of offense and defense, the 
hand that wields the sword, the 
dagger, the club, tomahawk or 
other weapons of war.

this to show that the hand was 
empty and that neither war nor 
treachery was intended.

he is in the act of shaking hands 
with him, unless he be a double­ 
eyed traitor and villain and strives 
to aim a cowardly blow with the 
left while giving the right and 
pretending to be on good terms 
with 
him.—Rochester 
Post-Ex­ 
press. 


HAD BETTER TEST IT. 
The old established papers are 
rejoicing over the law passed lust 
winter whereby a newspaper has 
to be established one year before 
it can do legal printing. 
The law 
is not only an outrage but is un­ 
constitutional and could not stand 
the test of law. 
It would be as 
just to pass an act forbidding a 
grocery man to sell sugar until one 
year after he started business. The 
printing of a newspaper is a busi­ 
ness enterprise, 
and should 
be 
treated as such by the law.—St. 
Cloud Tribune. 
The Tribune does not stab,* a 
parallel case. 
In one sense the 
printing of a 
newspaper is as 
much a business 
enterprise 
as 
selling sugar. 
But the general 
public have some rights in the 
matter that must be respected. 
Legal notices should not be buried 
in the columns 
of an obscure 
mushroon 
publication, 
without 
standing, influence or circulation. 
Supposing for instance that Austin 
Cornin, of New Yolk, held a h u n ­ 
dred mortgages on valuable real 
estate in Cass county, aud 
he 
wished to foreclose those mortgages 
as secretly as possible in order to 
guard against redemption by the 
owners; prior to the passage of the 
act of last winter there was noth­ 
ing to prevent one of Mr. Corbin's 
agents starting a little one-horse 
paper at Fine River, or some other 
lumbering camp in the county, at 
an expense of less than a hundred 
dollars, and commence foreclosing 
mortgages in the first number of 
his hybrid publication, and then, 
at the end of seven weeks, discon­ 
tinue his raake-shift sheet. 
Under 
the new law lie would be obliged 
to publish his sheet once a week 
regularly for twelvemonths before 
he could foreclose a mortgage in its 
columns, and during that time the 
people of Cass county, a few of 
them, anyhow, would' be very apt 
to find out that such a paper had 
an existence. 
W hat is true of 
mortgage foreclosures is true of 
probate notices, notices to the tax­ 
payers, proceeding of countv com­ 
missioners and all 
other 
legal 
notices. 
If the law enacted last 
winter is unconstitutional then the 
law relative to the publication of 
the delinquent tax list is also un­ 
constitutional. 
The same might 
be said of the law relative to the 
publication of laws in the news­ 
papers. 
There are too many little 
one-horse papers in the State al­ 
ready. 
If there is an urgent de­ 
mand for the establishment of a 
newspaper that paper will be sup­ 
ported, and if it cannot survive 
one year without the aid of legal 
printing to bolster if up, it should 
die--there never was any necessity 
for its establishment. 
Once in a 
while a new paper attains a gen­ 
eral circulation in a very short 
space of time—this is the exception 
not the rule. 
As a general rule 
country papers do not attain much 
of a circulation inside of a year, 
especially if there is an old estab­ 
lished paper in the same county. 
We repeat, the law enacted last 
winter is a good one, and should 
have been placed upon the statute 
book years ago, the brilliant genius 
who presides over the destinies of 
the St. Cloud 
Tribune 
to the 
contrary notwi!hstanding. 
If the 
editor of the Tribune thinks the 
law is unconstitutional let him test 
it.—Princeton Union. 


GETTING SCARED. 
As the date fixed for the execu­ 
tion of the condemned anarchists 
approaches, the vigilance of the 
police is redoubled. 
Grave appre­ 
hensions exist in the minds of 
many, but at police headquarters 
they say there is absolutely no 
foundation for fear. 
Probably a 
dozen houses and flats in the vi­ 
cinity of the county jail are for 
rent. 
Some of the tenants there­ 
abouts expect a lively time on the 
day of the execution. 
From one 
anarchist neighborhood a dozen or 
more families have removed in the 
last few weeks, and for the reason 
that they anticipate trouble. 
The 
police authorities, however, 
say 
there is positively no organization 
ot dangerous anarchists in 
the 
city.—Chicago Special.

Something About Sound. 
Medical and Surgical Reporter. 
Sound is a sensation caused by ra p ­ 
idly succeeding to -an d -fro 
m otions 
of the air, which touch points in the 
auricle, are reflected, touch the canal 
of the ear, and are then concentrated 
on the d rum or m em brane tym pani. 
Back an d within this m em brane is a 
delicate portion of bone, termed the 
handle of tile malleus, or ham m er. 
F itting into this upper end or i;*ad of 
the ham m er is the incus, or anvil, 
united by a cog-like joint. 
A t h i r l 
bone is term ed the slap*-, or stirrup. 
This last bone, which is the m ost deli­ 
cate, and also the m o st im p o rtan t in 
its relations to every other none, m ay 
be lost, and thedrum -m em brane gone, 
yet hearing will rem ain. 
It is a tta c h ­ 
ed tc an oval m em brane, which cov­ 
ers a depression in the bone, term ed 
the oval window, being very movable, 
the m em brane is larger th a n the foot 
of the stirrup. 
The oval cav ity is term ed the ves­ 
tibule, and from it proceed 
three 
small openings called the semi circular 
canals. 
F orm ing a p a r t of this com­ 
plex yet beauti ui a p p a ratu s, there is 
a cavity to which has been given the 
nam e of the cochlea, from its resem­ 
blance to a snail’s shell. 
The l axity 
of the inner ear is tilled with liquid, in 
which are spread out the delicate 
fibres of the au d ito ry nerve, or nerve 
of hearing. 
T his nerve is very soft 
and 
impressible, 
an d 
ai-o 
liable 
to injurey from m any c au s es. 
Sound isconducted to the drum-m em- 
brane, touching it with a de'icate o r 
powerful touch, being transferred to 
the cham ot bones or ossicles. 
Tnese 
m ovable semi-solid 
bodies vibrate, 
an d carry the sound-waves to the 
fluid oi the internal ear by m eans of 
the fo o tp la te of the stapes or stirrup, 
where they touch the fibres of the 
au d ito ry nerve, being conveyed to the 
center of hearing in the brain. 
These differences in vibrations m ake 
sounds higher or lower in pitch, loud 
or soft, simple or com pound. 
In­ 
finitely more complex are the v ib ra­ 
tions produced by an o rchestra with 
a chorus of hum an voices and solo 
singers associated. 
The mind fails in 
th e effort t o grasp the wave form of 
the flood of complex vibrations t h a t 
pours into the ear 
a t every 
m o­ 
m ent. 
The highest and lowest 
tones 
a r e heard; th e qualities of the notes 
produced by the strings and wind in­ 
stru m en ts and the voice are all dis­ 
cernable. 
Scientists explain 
this wonderful 
p ro p erty of the sense of hearing by 
the theory th a t the term inations of 
the nerves in our ears can analyze 
complex vibrations, every /indiable 
tone throwing into sym pathetic v ibra­ 
tion one or more of the nerve term i­ 
nations, different nerve term in atio n s 
being affected according to the frequ­ 
ency of the vibration.

Chicago T rib u n e. 
Milwaukee has a curious figure in 
the person of a female “switchman.” 
Her name is “Switch Annie,” and 
she is in the employ of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul company. 
She has the honor of being the only 
female exponent of the art of “throw­ 
ing switches” in the country. 
The work is masculine, 
but 
the 
worker is feminine from the sole of her 
sensible 
walking-shoe to the top of 
her shapely head, possessed of the 
beauty of an English dairymaid and 
the muscle of a blacksmith. 
The eleven switches which she looks 
after are out near the stock-yards, and 
include the most important points in 
the yards. They were formerly in 
charge of the girl’s father, Joseph 
Grautner. 
For years Annie was his 
assistant, helping him alm ost from 
the time she was large enough to 
throw the switch lever. Then she was 
I advanced to regular assistant. The 
old man was easily “rattled” but An­ 
nie never. 
Her coolness and dexterity 
! have saved many a loss to the com- 
E 
any while for herself she was never 
nown to make a mistake that in- 
j volved the loss of a dollar to thecom- 
' p a n y . 
Although Annie has been “throwing 
switches” for over twelve years her 
I peculiar history has been hidden un­ 
der the bushel of her isolated station, 
j Of the thousands of people who used 
every year to pass her brown switch 
shanty, not one was aware that it hid 
a carious history. 
When I applied for information at 
the general offices in recard to Annie, 
J I was referred to the yardmaster, ll. 
S. Teall. 
I found him in his office on 
' the second floor of a dingy and histor­ 
ic brick pile “down in the yards.” My 
iequest brought a smile. 
“You want to know about Annie?” 
said tile rugged yardmaster, as he 
I swung himself around so as to keep in 
view the glistening tracks and moving 
' panorama of puffing engines shifting 
trains that kept weaving the t r a n s ­ 
portation threads in the patchwork 
of commerce as we talked. 
“Well, she’s a character. 
You must 
co out and see her. 
She’ll talk to 
you. 
Isn’t afraid of anybody.” 
“How long has she been on the 
! road?” 
“ Ever since she was a child. 
Her 
father was with the company twenty 
years. 
He only had one leg, and was 
rather slow getting about. 
He was 
all right so long as he had only one or 
two switches, but when business in­ 
creased and more were put in he had 
to 
have assistance. 
Then Annie 
came 
in. 
She 
was 
a 
little 
thing at that time, 
but she was 
spry, 
and 
the 
way 
she 
would 
get back and forth 
betw-een those 
switches was surprising. After a while 
she was put on regularly as an assist­ 
ant to her father. 
When he was 
killed last winter she was given his 
place and now supports the family. 
They live back of the switch shanty 
in a house furnished rent-free by the 
company.” 
“How does her work compare with 
that of other switchmen?” 
“iSlie has the cleanest record of any 
man in my employ, and we have two 
hundred men in the yard. 
She never 
lost a dollar for the company, and 
that is more than I can say of any 
man in the yard. 8he rarely’ makes a 
mistake, and when she does it is al­ 
ways through a signal carelessly given. 
There is one thing about Annie, re­ 
markable in a woman; she don’t seem 
I to know what fear is. At the time of \ 
the riots last year that Polish mob, I 
after cleaning out the shops, came j 
j down through the yards, cleaning ! 
out every' one in their way. 
Annie 
was on duty' at the time, and was the 
only' employe who was not driven 
from work. 
All the rest of the men 
ran away' and then came back after 
the mob passed. 
But Annie staid by 
her switches. 
When the mob reached 
her one big Pole crabbed her by the I 
arm, saying: 
“Get out ol here; go 
home, you can’t work no more’” Be- < 
fore the words were out of his mouth 
! Annie hauled off and gave him a slap 
j that sent him spinning. 
Her pluck 
raised a laugh, and she was not mo­ 
lested further. The big fellow was ! 
satisfied to mix up with thecrowd and 1 
get out of sight. 
W ithout a word i 
more Annie then went right through , 
f the crowd to set a switch lor a train 
that was 
coming 
out. The gang j 
passed on and the girl was left alone, j 
$he’s a good one, and no mistake.” 
“How is she regarded among the 
yardmen?” 
“They think the world of Annie. 
They would fight for her in a minute, 
ii necessary.” 
“Do not complaints ?ome in occa­ 
sionally?” 
“ I never had but one 
complaint 


was busily engaged with knitting work. 
In answer to a question if this is 
“Switch Annie” a bright, comely face, 
bronzed by summer sun to a color 
which an Atlantic City bather would 
envy, is projected from behind the 
door, and an affirmative reply, accom­ 
panied by a smile that reveals two 
rows of white, even teeth, is given. 
It was the first glimpse of sunshine 
that day. 
I had pictured a tall, raw­ 
boned, 
stolid-featured 
amazon, in 
whom muscular 
development 
had 
checked all other. 
I found a plump, 
comely' young woman, with a sun­ 
shiny 
face and 
modest manner. 
Clear-headed, intelligent, quick-witted, 
hut calm and self-reliant—altogether 
an enjoyable picture of strong, health­ 
ful womanhood. 
In stature Annie is 
a little above average height, with a 
plump, well-formed 
figure 
and 
a 
shapely head firmly poised on a pair 
of shoulders a duchess might envy. 
A broad, straw hat coquettishly pin­ 
ned up on one side shades the round 
face. The hands which ply the knit­ 
ting-needles are brown and calloused, 
but shapely, 
A neat dress of dark 
colors with 
broad-toed 
low-heeled 
walking shoes, built for service and 
not for show, completed the picture. 
At the time of my visit Annie was 
receiving a call from her uncle, him­ 
self a railroad man, and to whom I 
ain indebted for'many facts in rela­ 
tion to this remarkable girl. 
After the first slight reserve had 
worn off, Annie talked freely in regard 
to herself and lier work. 
“How long have I been throwing 
switches?” she said in reply to a ques­ 
tion. 
“About twelve years. 
How 
did I commence? Well, when father 
was first given this place there were 
only' two switches to look after. Then 
business began increasing and more 
switches were put in. That made it 
hard for him but begot along nut ii lie 
had to la* out nights. Of course then 
he had to get some sleep in the day­ 
time. So my sister, four years older 
than I,used to come out and tend the 
switches when father was asleep. After­ 
w ards^ went to learn telegraphing and 
when I came from school I u-e-d to 
help father. 
I was spry and I guess I 
learned quick; anyway I gave good 
satisfaction, and was finally put on 
as an assistant when the number of 
switches increased. 
At first I received 
$25 a month, then $30 and $35; one 
month I received forty*, but was after­ 
ward 
put 
back 
to 
thirty- 
live. 
That was 
my wages until 
father was killed. Then they gave me 
his place. 
I now get $40 a month, 
with house rent and fuel. My hours 
are from 6 in the morning until 6 in 
the evening. 
In the summer I have 
every other Sunday off, but in the lab 
and winter must workeverv Sunday.” 
“You do not have much time for 
rec rent ion?” 
“No; th at’s the hardest thing about 
the work. 
When I see every one else 
going out Sunday to have a good time 
and I have to work, it breaks my 
heart.” 
The words were followed 
by a cheery laugh that little indicated 
a damaged anato may. 
Do not imagine all this conversa­ 
tion was carried on uninterruptedly, 
j All the time Annie was glancing up 
I and down the track, keeping a sharp 
; lookout for trains, while her nimble 
I fingers plied the knitting-needles on 
! what 
was to fie a warm mitten for 
w inter wear. 
Suddenly, in t lie midst 
I of a sentence,she would start up, seize 
l a 
pair of gauntlet 
glove- lying

ledge, 
and 
! step out to throw a 
switch or 
signal that all was clear. 
I here was 
nothing of rush about her movements; 
while quick, they were collected and 
showed a cool, well-balanced head. 
I 
referred to this once when she 
came in, and asked if she never became 
excited or nervous when several trains 
requiring to be switched on different 
tracks were arriving in quick succes­ 
sion. 
“O no; fifty trains would not make 
me nervous,” was the calm reply’. 
“I j 
have a cool hea I. 
When many trains j 
are coming, I ’tied to the main line i 
and transfer switches and let the oth j 
era wait, or leave them for the switch­ 
men to look after.” 
“Of how many switches have you 
charge:” 
“ Eleven now. 
For a time before 
father was killed we hail fifteen.. They j 
are tile most important switches iii 
the yard. 
It was much harder work I 
for me then than now. 
Father was so j 
easy to get excited, and th**n he would j 
forget. 
I had to watch him and do | 
my own work besides. 
Now I have , 
only myself to look after.” 
“Do you not often get tired of the j 
work?” 
“ Well, I’m not dead struck on it, j 
and would take another job tooquick 
if I could get it.” 
Annie occasionally 
drops into slang. 
“But I have been J 


“I’m all of th at,” was the smilini 
response, and the interview closed. 
The most prominent feature in An­ 
nie’s character is her sunny disposi­ 
tion. This, perhaps, is the secret ol 
her hold on the rough men with whom 
she is thrown in contact. 
She is nev­ 
er idle. 
When sitting in the switch 
“shanty” she knits mittens and stock­ 
ings both for herself and the remain­ 
der of the family. 
When all are pro­ 
vided for she employs her needles on 
wristlets, which find a ready sale 
among the train-crew'S. 
Annie is a firm believer in woman’s 
rights, so far as they pertain to la­ 
bor, but troubles he-self very little 
about 
the 
question 
which 
agita­ 
tors 
continue 
to 
thrash 
over 
and over. 
White they have been striv­ 
ing after the unattainable, she has 
Deen quietly working out a practical 
solution of the perplexing problem. 
Many' stories are told of Annie’s 
pluck and dexterity, whereby serious 
accidents which would have entailed 
great destruction of life and property 
were averted. 
One of the most excit­ 
ing instances of the kind occurred a 
year or more ago. 
By way of preface 
it must be explained that there is a 
dow’n grade from the west toward the 
switch shanty. 
On the occasion in 
question a heavy freight train was 
coming down at full speed. 
As it 
neared one of the switches the engi­ 
neer was horrified to find that it was 
turned wrong. 
The clear, glistening 
iron lines sparkled mischievously in 
the sunlight up to the switch. 
There 
they broke sharp off. 
Beyond was 
wreck and danger. 
The 
engineer 
whistled for brakes, reversed his en­ 
gine, sanded the track in an endeavor 
to 
check 
the 
ponderous 
mass 
behind him. 
The 
wheels 
hissed, 
snapped, and cracked as they endeav­ 
ored to get a reversegrtp on the treach­ 
erous rails, but in x'ain. 
Annie was in 
the house at the time, fifty yards 
from the track. 
The 
whistle for 
brakes brought her to the door. 
A 
single glance showed her the danger 
ana her father hobbling toward the 
switch. With a bound she sprang 
from the doorstep and sped down the 
grassy path. Over the log fool-bridgc 
that spanned a dip in the field she flew 
up on to the track. The switch was 
s 'ill twenty to thirty yards away. 
Heedless of the danger, for if the train 
left the track she was certain to be 
crushed, intent only on her duty, the 
faithful girl run on. Nearer the engine 
came, creaking and groaning. Just as 
the wheels touched tho last rail,Annie 
reashed the switch. 
One hand pulled 
the pin, tne other turned the lever, 
and the switch was set right with less 
than ten feet to spare. The train 
rushed 
on 
in safety’, 
with Annie 
breathes- hut triumphant, waving a 
salute to the crew without tile least 
thought of having done the 
least 
thing heroic. 
The 
story 
got 
out, 
however, 
and Annie 
found 
herself, 
whether 
she 
would 
or 
no, 
a 
heroine. 
This was only 
one of many in­ 
stances where she has saved prop­ 
erty from destruction by her cool 
head and prompt action. 
The family live in a modest two- 
story frame house, painted a sober 
brown, which stands back from the 
track in the midst of an unshaded 
meadow. The house ari l fuel are fur­ 
nished free by the company. This, 
w ith-the $40 salary’, is supposed to 
equal the $55 paid O’lier switchmen. 
Like them, Annie has a family to 
support; but, unlike them, she gets 
no pay for Sunday work. 
On this small income the family 
live—as do hundreds of others—com­ 
fortably, but with little chance to lay’ 
by anything for the inevitable “rainy 
day.”

Cen. Butler’s Advice to W ould-be 
Thrifty Young M en. 
The Boston Herald prK ^ the fol­ 
lowing letter from Gen. Benjamin F. 
Butler: 
B oston, M ass., Aug. 2 6 . 1 8 8 7 . 
Dear Sir: I have received your 
note asked me to write some practical 
hints for young men on the acquire­ 
ment of wealth, which may be publish­ 
ed. 
A difficult task is set me, as the cir­ 
cumstance under which young men 
commence life are so widely varied. 
But I think that more young men fail 
in the investment of what they earn 
or receive that in any other way to 
acquire property. The temptations 
to speculate are so great, and the de­ 
sire to become suddenly rich so strong, 
that I believe eight out of ten, if not 
more, of young men are wrecked at 
the very beginning. 
ll a young man is earning something 
more than the expense of his living 
and has no object in view, he is likely 
either to increase those expenses care­ 
lessly or to loan his money to his 
friends, and iii so doing in the major­ 
ity of cases he will lose both friends 
and money, so that the best thing he 
can do is to have an object, to gather 
his money, and have a call for it 
which shall be a profitable one. 
He 
makes noinvesement because he says, 
“I nave got so little money that it 
won’t come to anything. 
I will wait 
until I get more;” and in waiting, gen­ 
erally, what he Has goes. 
When a young man has a very little 
money let him buy some property, 
preferably a piece, however small, ac­ 
cording to his means, of improved 
real estate that is paying rent. 
He 
had better buy it when sold at auction, 
under a judicial sale, paying cash what 
he can, giving his note for the balance 
in small sums coming due at fre­ 
quently 
recurring 
intervals, 
se­ 
cured 
by 
a 
mortgage 
on 
the property, and then use all his ex­ 
tra income in paying up those notes. 
It is always safe to discount your 
own note, arid if the notes come a lit­ 
tle too fa-t as soon as he gets any­ 
thing paid his friends will aid him 
when he is putting bn money where it 
cannot be lost, and where the proper­ 
ty is taking care oi the interest, and 
in a very short time he will find that 
he has got a very considerable invest­ 
ment. 
He will become interested in 
it, save his money to meet his notes, 
and he will directly come into a con­ 
siderable possession of property and 
hardly know how it came to him. 
That is, he will have had a motive for 
saving, and will get the result of that 
saving, and will not be tempted to en­ 
ter into speculations. 
Nothing is so 
sal*- for an investment as improved 
real estate. 
Nothing is likely to grow 
in value faster. 
In the last 50 years 
OO per cent, of ail the merchants and 
traders in Boston have failed.

FATALLY SHOT. 


Win. Monroe Receives ft Ball From 
the Rifle of L. W. Burrell and 
Dies From the Effects. 


The Shooting the Result of an Acci­ 
dent. 
An accident which resulted fatally oc­ 
curred at the rifle range in West Brain 
crd on Monday afternoon, Wm. E. Mon­ 
roe losing his life thereby. 
The rifle 
club was practicing at a distance of 500 
yards for a prize cup. Monroe had acted 
as target lender for the club all summer, 
and on this fatal afternoon was in his ac 
customed place. 
The wind was blowing 
quite briskly and it wa* exceedingly 
cold, a fire having been kindled in order 
that the lender might warm himself, and 
the smoke occasionally raised from it as 
it smouldered and burned, the wind at 
times clearing the smoke entirely away. 
Near the target is a rifle pit and it was 
the custom for the target-tender, after a 
shot was fired, to patch the bullet hole 
and raise the disk or signal and retire to 
the pit for aafety until another shot had 
been fired, and then repeat the operation. 
F. G. Sundberg was the first man to try 
his ski!! as a marksman. The shot was 
scored and L. W. Burrell stepped up to 
the stand having a Sharps rifle of 44 
calibre, and supposing that everything 
was ready took aim and fired, which was 
immediately followed by yells from the 
rifle pit. Mistrusting what had happened 
the men at once started to the spot where 
they found Monroe on lits ltands and 
knees on the firat step of the pit badly 
wounded. 
The ball had entered near 
the hip and come out near the navel, 
haying 
struck 
the 
handle 
of 
the 
disk, which Monroe had in hts hand, and 
cut it off before it struck the man. 
He 
was taken to thefcamtnrium immediately, 
where an examination was made and it 
was ascertained that there w a* no chance 
for his recovery, as‘the hall had passed 
through his intestines which were badly 
lacerated, hut for all th a t he lived until 
the next day al ll o’clock. 
The accident is a peculiarly sad one 
owing to the condition of tile family 
w hich the deceased leaves, there luring a 
wife and six children in almost destitute 
circumstances. 
W a. Monroe was an old soldier, hav­ 
ing served four years with the First New 
York Artilery, and was a member of Bap 
Thomas Poet and the Bons of Veterans, 
the military organization of this city. 
The funeral ceremony 
was 
observed 
Wednesday afternoon, members of the 
several organizations following the re­ 
mains to their last resting place In Ever­ 
green cemetery.

Public Health. 


The official publication of the State 
board of health of Minnesota jus: re­ 
ceived contains the following: 
We are glad to publish the following, 
which explains itself. 
It newspapers 
would ask the Local Boards or this office, 
as to the truth such of rumorsbefore pub­ 
lication, they would be doing simple 
justice to al! concerned, aud be more 
nearly correct 'than at present. The St 
Paul Dispatch, of September 12th, 1887, 
contained a statement that typhoid fever 
was epidemic in Brainerd, whereupon the 
Secretary inquired of the Health Officer 
for the facts. To which he replied Sept. 
14, 1887, as follows: 
“ I he report you 
refer to is wholly unfounded. 
I have 
not heard of more than two or three 
genuine cases of typhoid fever in the 
city this fall. 
As for myself, I have not 
seen one. Some of the cases of malarial 
and other low fevers, have taken on a 
typhoid condition, but on the whole, 
Brainerd has been freer from fevers of all 
kinds this summer, than for four years 
before.” 


A Logger Wants Damages. 
Carl H. Douglas, a logger, sued N. G. 
Leighton & Co., lumbermen, for $1,500 
before Judge Young yesterday. 
Doug­ 
las claims that he wa:! to drive the logs 
to the junction of the Mississippi and 
Rum rivers. 
He brought down 1,811,160 
feet after agreeing with Leighton to 
send them down at $7 per 1,000 feet. 
Ile 
claims to be paid $11,145 and wants 
about $1,500 more. 
Leighton admits the 
agreement to pay for I,CHK),OOO feet of 
logs, and not to exceed 1,300,000 feet. 
He did not agree to pay tor 1,811,160 feet 
and says but 1,464,000 feet were delivered 
at the boom at the junction of Hie 
Mississippi river and Rum river. The 
mark agreed upon was not put on the 
logs which sank and could not be seen by 
the surveyor general, and 106,690 feet 
sank out of sight altogether. 
Douglas 
continued bringing logs knowing they 
would sink. 
There was only 1,464,640 
feet of logs banked. 
Leighton will not 
pay for what he did not get. 
The witnesses who appeared were C. 
II. Douglas, James Smith, H. A. M. Mc­ 
Allister, J. M. St. Clair, A. Brown and 
C. Lewis, all of whom were for Douglas. 
The case will bring out some interesting 
developments to-day.—Minneapolis Tri­ 
bune.
